formiirlr a member of the Dulton gang, 
under sentence of 10 years hero for shoot> 
iiiB Deputy Sheriff Harold, has confessed 
to committing murders in Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Kuusaa 
City and several other 


places. His story is one of a life of mur- 
der, 
burglary, train and stago robbery, 


and i.i n startling confession. 


Stoue says that he aud his partner, 


William Wnlrat-h, killed ;i man at Kansas 
City in 1SS3 and robbed him, but Inter 
(cave the money to Henry Donnelly, a 
poliotimau, for protection. He confesses 
to the murder of Mrs. Stewart and hep 
son Clarence, in Cleveland. The bodies 
"^ore cut to pieces and thrown into Lake 
Eric. He says the following morning ho 
killed a boy in the Big Four yards in 
Lynndale, O. In Buffalo he uncl \Yulrath 
and ;i man named Burns, n saloonkeeper, 
killed a vrealtliy western former -who wivs 
looking for a good time. Tho money was 
divided nud Stono and \Valrnth returned 
to Obiiiigu, and with their share started a 
restaurant. Here Walrath married Stone's 
Bister. 


Mrs. \Valroth died, and Sr-ono and Wai- 


rath left Chicago. Latur Stone returned 
and was implicated ia tho murder of a 
father aud son named Pruuty. Three men 
aro said to be now serving life sentences 
at, Joliet for the crime, but Stoue was not 
arrested. 


He then tells of a murder nt Dunkirk, 


N. Y.t where Duffy stubbed n pal called 
Buffalo Jack four times uud buried him in 
the woods. Another murder was com- 
mitted at Union City, Pa., thu victim 
being an old man named Horron or Nor- 
ton. Another murder was committed by 
the trio near Youngstown, O., the victim 
being a resident of Ashtabula. 


The last murder committed by Stone 


and "Walrath was ou April 2U, 1S95, on n 
Pennsylvania freight train. At the time 
Stonu was shot, aud did not get medical 
aid until South Bend was reached. 
The 


nest desperaro act of the trio was the rob- 
bery of a Grand Trunk train in Michigan, 
where five watches and some money were 
secured. Two of the watches have been 
indentifled since their arrosc here.

"missing links," which has been prepared 
by Michael Quintan, tho detective em- 
ployed by tho Hay wards, has a remarkable 
interest. The book was given to the print- 
ers yesterday afternoon. 


Tho whole book Is virtually a confession 


of Hayward's guilt. Quinlan, himself, 
evidently believes in it most thoroughly. 
T\vo chapters are devoted to a running ac- 
count of tho crime and trial. The remain- 
ing chapters are devoted to the "links," 
and aro 
RK designated. 
Tho most im- 


portant is -that ou which tho coufession is 
based, which appears in liuk five. In that 
chapter a visit to Hay ward ac the jail is 
detailed by the detective. Harry had been 
discussing with his detective a preposter- 
ous plan for getting Adry out ot' tho way. 
The plan was an exceedingly ingenious 
and daring one. Quinlun said: 


"Well, Harry, your schema- is a'great 


one. and well put up, but you must ro- 
member that you only look at one side of 
it. You know there are two sides to 
everything. 
You remember how well 


your plot wns laid in you last job on the 
murder of Miss Ging, and you see how 
poorly you put up that job. You. look 
only at one side of it." 


Plans Thwarted by His Brother. 


"Well," replied Hayward. petulantly, 


"who in heaven's name would think that 
his own brother would go back on him? 
Had Aclry stayed with me, I would never 
have cared what Blixt or Stewart would 
have said. They did not disprove my loan 
to Kit (Miss Ging) ou tho trial, and that 
alono would have carried out my theory." 


"That," says Quintan, "was Hayward'-s 


conversation." 


Ou another occasion Hayward said to 


Quinlan: "If Adry only told all the truth 
and the facts as they are, be would not 
help me any, but be would get hanged, 
just as I expect to be. We both deserve 
hanging for the crimes we have committed 
before this." 


A third confession is narrated just at 


the close of the book, in a bit of unwrit- 
ten history. It simply states at or.o time, 
while Adry was on the stand, Harry an- 
nounced to some of his friends that he 
was going to throw up the sponge and 
confess the whole thing. He was only de- 
terred from this by tho earnest solicita- 
tion of those interested in the case, the 
appeal 
being placed 
solely "for 
his 


mother's sake." 


Quiulan claims to have secured the first 


knowledge of the attempt to break jail 
through a question from Dr. Thaddous 
Hayward, who came to his office aud 
wanted to know what he would charge to 
go away wi th a man and keep him under 
cover for one year. 
* 


Tho detective describes the effrontery ex- 


hibited by Harry in requesting Quinlan to 
send to Chiciigo or St. Louis for a real live 
cutthroat, who knew his business and bo 
ready for a consideration to enter Elder 
Stewart's house, blow chlproform through 
a q.uill into the elder's bedroom, and when 
lie was gonu "off13 to enter tne room, "re- 
move" him with a ropo around his nook, 
and then clean out the place. Harry was 
to put tho thug "on" so ho could make a 
rich haul, and people would think the 
elder had" been murdered for his money. 


Wanted AYltiiossc* "Removed." 


Tho plan of kidnapping Adry had been 


already explained. 
Hurry congratulated 


himself that with Adry and tho elder 
"removed," Assistant Couuty Attorney 
Hall "could get no more lies out of them." 


Two of the most important bits, of evi- 


dence, the "T" rail and the soldered can 
are touched upon, each being given a 
chapter. Tho connection of tho former 
with Harry Hayward's first plan to kill 
Miss Ging with it is shown in chapter 3— 
how Harry had planned ic out by tho 
loucly rood aud expected to do the job 
with it, but failed through his "coward 
heart." 


A good deal of space is devoted to Adry 


Hayward's connection with the oase. He 
says Adry was interested with him in 
burning the mill at Hamill, and partici- 
pated in the profits from the insurance. 
He also accused Adry of being the robber 
who hold up Harry, Miss Ging and a com- 
panion one evening a year ago last sum- 
mer at Lake Calhoun. Harry, according 
to Quinlan, was In tho scheme and held 
the head of tlie horse while his brother 
was trying to snatch diamonds frprn the 
occupants of the carriage. 


The book exposes a good many of tho 


double purposes of the actors in the drama, 
and shows clearly 
how deceived and 


mystified were Harry's attorneys by their 
client's actions.

Kccent Vote In Mtissaolmsetti Analyzed 


liy Their Opponents. 


BOSTOX, Dec. 5.—The Man Suffrage as- 


sociation has issued tho following state- 
moot; "to the people of Massachusetts": 
After 25 years of agitation by the suffrag- 
ists tho question of municipal suffrage 
for women has been broughc to a test. 
The voters have been .aiked their opinion 
arid imve given un emphatic reply. 


Never before hns any question submitted 


to thu people of Massachusetts received so 
overwhelming a defeat. 
The vote of tha 


men was: ,-No, 180,976; yes, 87,000; a no 
majority of 00,070, only 2-i short of a round 
100,000. 


The vote of the women on the suffrage 


question—yes, 02,201; no, S6-1—Is as sig- 
Billcantr as that of the men. 
By thu cen- 


sus of 1SU3 the number of men in Massa- 
chusetts qualified to register aiid vote is 
50J,099. The number of women qualified 
to register and vote on the question was at 
least 575,,OCO. Of these more than 650,000 
declined to vote, and less than four in a 
hundred voted yes. In other words, more 
than 90 per cent of tho women of the com- 
mouwealth olthcr prefer the present status 
of the suffrage or are wholly indifferent 
in the matter. 


In 47 towns not ono woman voted yes, 


and in IBS other towns tho women voting 
yes numbei-od 15 or less. As the vast ma- 
jority of the women opposed to the suf- 
frage expressed their opinion by refusing 
to vote, tho women's vote, for purposes of 
tabulation, has little value. 


Every county and every congressional, 


councillor, senatorial and representative 
district in she commonwealth cast a ma- 
jority against the proposition.

that further agitation of the question at 
present is uncalled for.

As was expected Mayor Courtney ac-

Gentlemen:—Your communication of

Through you, 
I return my sincere thanks to the mem- 
bers of tho convention for the honor 
thus conferred.

the contents o£ former years, is essen- 
tially tho same battle- as that waged 1- 
ninnths a>iu. As was the- ease last year, 
tht're has boon injected into the cam-

American politics, national, state or mu- 
n:dr»cU. It is the effort to prescribe a 
relifc'ious test for the holdins-of public 
otlici.', and to proscribe the adherents of 
one religious faith. Unhappily those 
who have made it, most of them citi- 
Z'.-ns ol1 very recent date, have apparent- 
ly fastened themselves upon the party 
of 
our political opponents,—a 
party 


which. In its best days, has stood for 
freedom and equality— and have en- 
deavored U> make It the. instrument of 
tlu-lr illlbeial and unpatriotic purposes. 
That this is revolting to'every Republi- 
can who has a pride in the history and 
achievements of his party I am con- 
vincoil, and I believe that we may look 
with confidence to the broad-minded, in- 
uiligent and genuine American mem- 
bers of that party to rebuke, by their

count for nothing: ante-election pledges 
to the citizens should be sacredly kept, 
and it seems to me the time is ripe for 
the Democracy of this city to go before 
the voters on this issue and win. a. glori- 
e-us victory. 


The cardinal principle that helped to 
make our party great in its infancy, and 
which the immortal Jefferson enforced 
with vigor, was economy in public ex- 
penditures.

believing that such a course of con- 
duct iwou-ld reflect the greatest credit 
on tha.Democratic BRrty.

posstole that errors may have

committed for "To err Is human," but 
whatever mistakes

made by rne were not intentional,- and 
there is no action of mine that I would 
recall. If, In the contest next Tuesday 
the people should again honor me with 
an election, I shall conduct the affairs 
of the ollice on the same lines as the 
present year.

Recent Veto In Massachusetts Analyzed 


by Their Opponent*. 


BOSTON, Dec. 5.—The Man Suffrage as- 


sociation has issued the following state- 
ment "to the people of Massachusetts": 
After 25 years of agitation by the suffrag- 
ists the question of municipal suffrage 
for women has been brought to a test. 
The voters have bacn aiked their opinion 
and have given an emphatic reply. 


Never before has any Question submitted 


to tho peoplf of Massachusetts received so 
overwhelming a defeat. 
The vote of the 


mon was: No, 186,076; yes, 87,000; a no 
majority of 99,97tt, only 24 short, of a round 
100,000. 


The vote of the women on the suffrage 


question—yes, 22,201; no, 804—ia as sig- 
nificant as that of the men. By the cen- 
sus of 1SU5 the number of ineu in Massa- 
chusetts qualified to register ai<d vote U 
601,699. The numbor of women qualified 
to register and vote on the question was at 
least C75,,COO. Of theso more than 650,000 
declined to vote, and less than fctir in n 
hundred voted yes. In other words, more 
than 98 per otmt of the women of tho com- 
monwealth either prefer the present status 
of the suffrage or are wholly indifferent 
in the matter. 


In 47 towns not ono woman voted yes, 


and in 133 other towns the women voting 
yea numbered 15 or less. As tho vast ma- 
jority of the women opposed to the suf- 
frage expressed their opinion by refusing 
to vote, the women's voto, for purposes of 
tabulation, has little value. 


Every county and every congressional, 


councillor, senatorial and representative 
distriot in the commonwealth cast a ma- 
jority against the proposition. 


In view of such a result it would seem 


that further agitation of the question at 
present Is uncalled for.
